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DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the application filed on 02/14/01 . Claim 1 is 
pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

(A) The basis of this rejection is set forth in a two-prong test of: 

(1) whether the invention is within the technological arts; and 

(2) whether the invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result. 

For a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must be within the 
technological arts. Mere ideas in the abstract (i.e., abstract idea, law of nature, natural 
phenomena) that do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts fail to 
promote the "progress of science and the useful arts" (i.e., the physical sciences as 
opposed to social sciences, for example) and therefore are found to be non-statutory 
subject matter. For a process claim to pass muster, the recited process must somehow 
apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts. 
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In the present case, claim 1 nominally recites "a method of creating and 
maintaining a consumer-driven healthcare database" but do not clearly and definitely 
utilize any technological device in performing the various claimed steps. 

As to technological arts recited in the preamble, mere recitation in the preamble 
(i.e., intended or field of use) or mere implication of employing a machine or article of 
manufacture to perform some or all of the recited steps does not confer statutory 
subject matter to an otherwise abstract idea unless there is positive recitation in the 
claim as a whole to breathe life and meaning into the preamble. 

In the present case, claim 1 recites "a consumer-driven healthcare database" in 
its preamble but does not recite any technological device in the body of the claim in 
performing the various steps of "processing" within the computer system. 

Mere intended or nominal use of a component, albeit within the technological 
arts, does not confer statutory subject matter to an otherwise abstract idea if the 
component does not apply, involve, use, or advance the underlying process. 

Additionally, for a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must 
produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result. 

In the present case, claim 1 as a whole are directed to a first set of medical data 
from a first healthcare provider to a data management system, the first set of medical 
data containing medical information regarding a healthcare consumer. 

As such, this invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible results as 
supplying the selected portions of data to either one of the healthcare consumer and a 
second healthcare provider. 
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Claim 1 does not recite any application or use of the technological arts, and thus 
equally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101. For a claim to be statutory, it must contain "a 
computer-readable medium" or "a computer system" tying with the body of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dahlin et 
al (2004/0260577) in view of Clark et al (6,171,112). 

(A) As per claim 1 , Dahlin discloses a method of creating and maintaining a 
consumer-driven healthcare database, comprising the steps of: providing a first set of 
medical data from a first healthcare provider to a data management system, the first set 
of medical data containing medical information regarding a healthcare consumer (See 
Dahlin, Page 3; Paragraphs 0057-0058); providing a second set of medical data from 
the healthcare consumer to the data management system, the second set of medical 
data containing medical information regarding the healthcare consumer and the 
healthcare consumer having access to the first and second sets of medical data stored 
within the data management system (See Dahlin, Page 5; Paragraph 0067); 
categorizing each of the first and second sets of medical data, respectively, within the 
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data management system into at least a first category (See Dahlin, Page 5; Paragraphs 
0067-0069). 

Dahlin does not explicitly disclose retrieving selected portions of data by the 
healthcare consumer from either of the first and second sets of medical data, 
respectively; and supplying the selected portions of data to either one of the healthcare 
consumer and a second healthcare provider. 

However, these features are known in the art, as evidenced by Clark. In 
particular, Clark suggests retrieving selected portions of data by the healthcare 
consumer from either of the first and second sets of medical data, respectively (See 
Clark, Col. 17; lines 26-67); and supplying the selected portions of data to either one of 
the healthcare consumer and a second healthcare provider (See Clark, Col.20, lines 9- 
47). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have included the feature of Clark within the system of Dahlin with the 
motivation of providing a correlated record which should be capable of being archived, 
stored, retrieved and observed for later use (See Clark, Col.3, lines 51-53).
